Allies Claim Gains 
In 
France, But 


Berlin Announces Decisive Victory 


In Cavalry Battle. 


Loudon, Oct. 13.—The

The Bureau of the Census, Depart­ 
ment of Commerce, announces that a 
bulletin containing a 
digest

laws relating to the revenue systems 
of the Mate ami 
local 
governments 
has been completed and is now ready 
for distribution. 
The bulletin d**scnl**s in detail the 
different sources of 
revenue in each 
tate, including general property tax­ 
es, poll taxes, 
the 
inheritance 
tax, 
corporation taxes, 
the 
income 
tax, 
busine** taxes, licenses and fees, and 
in the esse of the 
general property 
taxes enumerates the 
classes of pro­ 
perty subject to such taxes, the m eth­ 
ods of assessment, 
equalization 
and 
collection, and the 
statutory lim ita­ 
tions of the rates of such levies. 
The laws relative to taxation, 
as 
shown by the present 
bulletin, have 
undergone great change* since B.HJ2, 
vshich was the date of the lust report 
of this subject 
issued by the Bureau 
of lh*- Cen.ms. Among the charvge* to 
be noted has been the creation of nu 
merous tax 
commissions in the vari­ 
ous states, having wide discretionary 
power* over 
the 
administration

the work of local 
official* connected 
with taxauon, and

property

corporation doing 
business in two or 
mole counties of the same state.

ports reached Washington of the pro­ 
gress of the first day’s work of the 
military 
convention 
being held at 
Aguas Calientes to determine the per- 
aonel of Hie future 
government of 
Mexico. 
Not only arc Generals Carranza and 
Villa represented, but General Zapata 
has sent three delegates, whose cre­ 
dentials have been accepted. 
The basis of representation agreed 
upon was that each delegate 
must 
prove that he had command of at least 
1000 men in the army or must have 
been identified as a general or gover­ 
nor with the Constitutionalist move­ 
ment before Zacatecas was captured 
from the Huerta government. 
It was 
this point on which General Villa had 
been Insisting from the beginning. 
General Eduardo Hay, one of the 
men who opposed the acceptance of 
Carranza's resignation at the Mexico 
City convention, made an impassioned 
speech, urging the adoption of a reso­ 
lution railing on General Carranza to 
releaes all political prisoners, as Gen­ 
eral Villa had done. He was enthusi­ 
astically applauded as he suggested 
that the language of the resolution be 
changed from a "request” to an "or­ 
der.” He said that the acts and resolu­ 
tions of the convention should be re­ 
garded as orders upon all chiefs, in 
eluding Carranza. 
The convention passed the resolu­ 
tion In that form. 
Official reports further state that 
the prevailing spirit of the meeting 
is one of harmony and a unanimity 
of feeling exists against further blood­ 
shed.

PENSIONS SHOW FALLING OFF 


Continuous Decrease In Number on 
, Roil and Amounts Paid Out 
Washington, Oct. 13—Un* Ie Sam paid 
out a total of $172,417,546 in penult n 
In the fiscal year ended June 30 last. 
according to Commissioner of Pen 
•ions Saltzgaber, in his annual report 
made public. 
This compares with $174,171,660 In 
1913. which was the largest amount 
ever paid out. The commissioner, how­ 
ever, points out thai the summit in 
expenditures has been reached and a 
decrease In the amount may be ex 
peeled to continue. The grand total of 
expenditures for pensions from 186 
up to and including 1914 was $4,633, 
Ll 1,926. 
Tho total number of pensioners of 
all classes on the rolls wa* 785,239, 
against $20,272 in 1913. The number 
of Civil War pensioners was 728,129, 
compared with 762,439 In 1913. 
The 
largest number ever on the rolls was 
In 1912, when there were 999,466. The 
loss of pensioners by death during the 
year was 33,639, or 7.3 per cent.
